We boast 11.5 million acres of wetlands of high or moderate value 
and 20 million acres of lesser importance. Grainfields provide addi- 
tional waterfowl range. This flyway in I960 included the four leading 
soybean producing States, three of the four top rice producers, and one 
on the four top barley producers. Two- thirds of the Nation’s corn crop 
is grown here. In short, the flyway Is big In the things that count 
for the birds and for people who enjoy having them around.

Redheads breed to a limited extent within the flyway but less often 
now than formerly. Most of o their preferred habitat, the prairie marsh, 
has gone down the drain. The small remaining brood stock does well to 
survive, because of the extremely heavy hunting pressure, which sometimes 
occurs before the broods of these late nesters have time to disperse. 
Furthermore, the bird Is its own worst enemy, for it oftenlays its eggs 
in the nests of other ducks. No other North Amerlaan duck is so wasteful 
of Its own eggs or such a nuisance to tther ducks which xnkakii nest In 
t he s arae mar s he s . 
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
